DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . In view of applicant's arguments the following rejection has been withdrawn: The 
rejection of claims 43 and 77 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph (scope of 
enablement rejection). 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
cited neither teaches nor suggest a method of treatment of a bacterial infection 
characterized by biofilm formation, wherein said bacterial infection comprises 
Pseudomonas aeruginosa, and wherein said method comprises: (a) administering to a 
human or non-human animal in need thereof one or more bacteriophage preparations 
comprising bacteriophages NCIMB 41 1 74, NCIMB 41 1 75, NCIMB 41 1 76, NCIMB 

41 1 77, NCIMB 41 1 78 and NCIMB 41 1 79, wherein said bacteriophages target and kill 
said Pseudomonas aeruginosa present in the biofilm; and (b) sequentially administering 
one or more antibiotics active against a bacterial species present in the biofilm, wherein 
said one or more antibiotics is administered after the bacteriophages have commenced 
replication in a targeted Pseudomonas aeruginosa present in the biofilm.
